mels for its Acting, before the Great Plague, 
1685. and that then prevented it. | 
But. what was ſo ready for the Stage, and ſo 
near being Acted, at the breaking out of that 
Terrible Sickneſs, was very different from what 
hath fince appear'd'in Print: In that he calFd 
his Poet Bilbos; by which Name the Town 
generally under ſood Sir Robert Howard to be 
the Perſon pointed at, beſide there very few 
of this New Sort of Plays extant, except 
theſe before mention d; And more, than 
were in Being, cou'd not be Ridicubd.
